SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
coramenncement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit' 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price, $3.00 per 
'acre. Duties—Resides six months 
In each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 60 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canada during 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for entry, returned sold- 
ierswho have served overseas and 
have been honorable discharged, re¬ 
ceive one day priority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.) Discharge papers must 
be presented to Agent.

14th. 

The total amount paid by the Gov¬ 
ernment for advertising space was 
$165,419.81, which was distributed a- 
mong 1,400 newspapers and other pub¬ 
lications. Approximately $5,000 was 
rpent in the preparation of and distri¬ 
bution to the press of a large number 
of special articles, illustrations, car¬ 
toons, etc., which were inserted in the 
press without charge. The setting of 
type and making of duplicate plates of 
the advertisements for the various 
publications used and the fees paid to 
the five co-operating advertising agen¬ 
cies for their services cost in the 
neighborhood of $37,000, making the 
total expenditure $208,166.09.

Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 

• It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a wide§ju*ad 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or \yill be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upA>. such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
the Cabinet for decision. In view of the need of labour on the faifm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no farther obligation incumoent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 

Harvest Leave. v 

Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such’ troops as may be in the country at that time. No definite assur¬ 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as they 
become available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. • 

Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 

, **lt is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard¬ 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases:— (a) where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or under treatment after, returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas); brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or "^children not to be counted, 
in determining the fact that the man is the “only” remaining son or brother; 
(b) where extreme hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an 
invalid father or other helpless dependents. 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering_to the individual concerned, but to others, that is, members of 
his family or those depending upon him. 

Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 

A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has beAi detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention-. 
The man concerned^should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his application 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. In 
the meantime, if the case appears meritoiious, the man will be given provisional 
leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and continue his 
civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed of.

Successful People Advertise 


Various estimates have been made 
as to the amount the press received 
from the Government in connection 
with the press publicity for the Vic¬ 
tory Loan, but the actual figures paid 
were clearly set forth in audited state 
menu submitted to the Annual Meet¬ 
ing of Canadian Press Association, 
Inc., held in Toronto on June 13th and 
14th. 

The total amount paid by the Gov¬ 
ernment for advertising space was 
$165,419.81, which was distributed a- 
mong 1,400 newspapers and other pub¬ 
lications. Approximately $5,000 was 
ipent in the preparation of and distri¬ 
bution to the press of a large number 
of special articles, illustrations, car¬ 
toons, etc., which were inserted in the 
press without charge. The setting of 
type and making of duplicate plates of 
the advertisements for the various 
publications used and the fees paid to 
the five co-operating advertising agen¬ 
cies for their services cost in the 
neighborhood of $37,000, making the 
total expenditure $208,166.09. 

As the total cost of floating the 
Loan was approximately $5,000,000, 
the Government’s expenditure on 
press publicity represents less than 
five per cent of the total expenditure. 
It is interesting to note also that the 
press publicity cost only one- twen¬ 
tieth of one per cent, of tHe total a- 
mount subscribed to the Loan. 

The press publicity for the Loan 
was handled by the Canadian Press 
Association, Inc., and the officers of 
the Association and its individual 
members co-operated splendidly in 
making the .campaign a success. Dur¬ 
ing three months last Fall most of 
the time of the President, Mr. J. H. 
Woods, Calgary, “Herald,” and the 
office staff, was devoted to the press 
publicity campaign, and for several 
weeks the committee of publishers In 
charge were in almost continuous 
session. The individual members, on 
the other hand, contributed, without 
Charge, space in their newspapers and 
other publications which, if calculated 
at their regular commercial rates, 
would run up to more than the total 
amount paid for the advertising space. 

Neither Canadian Press Association, 
Inc., as such, nor any of its officers or 
committees, received any remunera¬ 
tion for their services in connection 
wnk/ffiT'Loan, those services being 
given voluntarily and in the spirit of 
national service,

Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 

It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be caHed upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
the Cabinet for.decision. In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course thq Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no further obligation incumoent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 

Harvest Leave. 

Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such" troops as may be in the country at 1 that time. No definite assur¬ 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as they 
becoqie available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. • 

Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 

i It is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard¬ 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases:— (a) where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or under treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas); brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or children not. to be counted, 
in determining the fact that the man is the “only” remaining son or brother; 
(b) ..where extreme hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an 
invalid father or other helpless dependents. 

It is to b« noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual concerned, but to others, that is, members of 
his family or those depending upon him. 

Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 

A .simple system for dealing with these eases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has been detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention. 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his application 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. In 
the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given provisional 
leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and continue his 
civil occupation while his case,is being finally disposed of.
